There 
was no show, no ostentation, nothing 
merely to imp ress their associates and 
neighbors. And after all man is a sim­ 
p le being. 
His wants ure few, once 
he gets out of an artificial p oint of 
view. 


Return to Simp le Living. 
Since the w ar has come with its ne­ 
cessity of curtailed exp enditure many 
p ersons and families are ap p roaching 
the state of simp le living. 
They are 
being vastly benefited. 
A mental and 
sp iritual betterment comes with sim­ 
p le living and thinking. There is also 
a great gain In resource. No man need 
ever fear th at he will become miserly 
through the p ractice of thrift. Thrift 
simp ly means using the right things 
for the right p urp ose and p utting 
aside the surp lus. 
If the war has done nothing else it 
has at least taught to many p ersons 
the value of thrift. 
The human mind 
Is p rone to attach labels to things. Be­ 
cause a thing is done it Is done more 
ami more. 
Once the individual gives 
thought to life and living he sees how 
senseless and unnecessary are some 
of the p ractices to which he thought 
he was committed for the rest of Ins 
life. Too many p eop le in America are 
living beyond their means in order to 
vie with some richer neighbor. 
Why 
risk your children’s future and edu­ 
cation through a siily indtatiou in­ 
duced by false p ride? 
To do anything well Is a fine train­ 
ing for any man or woman. The p rac­ 
tice of thrift is only the utilizing in 
the most scientific and exact ways 
of an 
Individual's 
resources. 
It 
is 
character building and makes of man 
almost the master of his destiny. 


Prove Sup eriority to Hun. 
The situation of the world at the 
p resent time says to civilized man: 
Prove that you are fitted to survive 
the H un; p rove tiytt you are sup erior 
to the H un; p rove th a t you are worthy 
of being p reserved. 
For a wasteful 
use of materials at the p resent time 
Is a crime against civilization. 
The 
war cannot be won unless the nation 
and the Individual p ractice the most 
exact thrift. 
If we us a race cannot j 
do this we are not fit to be the domi- ] 
nant factors In the world. 
We can 
and we will. The Hun and the state of 
affairs brought about by him are a 
challenge to our civilization. 
We ac­ 
cep t the challenge and we will win the 
victory. 


We could not do less. 
Our own 
countrymen und our brothers In arms 
are living in the m idst of the greatest 
danger abroad. 
They are subsisting

Fach time a new Liberty ln« n 1* *n- 
nrntnrrd we should hall ft with pleas­ 
ure. 
For year* we have u« ed the 
phrase “a* good ** « government 
bond” as indicating the anfest Invest­ 
ment possible, but before the war It 
was Impossible for the average in­ 
vestor to secure a government bond. 
Periodically an issue was made, hut it 
was so quickly subscribed for by the 
bankers lhat the small Investor had 
little rlmnre. 
Now we all have a 
chance, and a oh a tic« at all thnt we 
can afford to buy. 
If will, of course, he argued by some 
when the fourth Liberty loan is an­ 
nounced that they have not as yet 
paid for tlie third loan bonds for Which 
they subscribed. 
That may b* true, 
but that I* no reason why we should 
fail to subscribe again. 
Before the 
flflb loan can be issued we will have 
paid for tfte third loan bond* and be­ 
gun paying for the fourth loan bonds 
that we subscribed for. 
Thus If we 
go on we will have a distinct part In 
each loan, have each month put aside 
a # nm for the best investment on 
earth, have acquired ihe steady habit 
of saving, and when tlie last loan is 
announced ahd we shall have taken 
part of that and paid for it, \\t> shall 
find ourselves in possession of a col­ 
lection of bonds that will make us 
proud of the share we took in the war 
and have n comfortable “nest egg” In 
the bargain. 


Mu» t Do Our Best. 
Never, really, was there such a 
stimulant given us to do without the 
non essential and save. 
Not only Is it 
saving for our boys and helping them 
to fight, but It is saving for them when 
they come home and saving for our­ 
selves. 
Is there, in imagination, a 
prouder parent than that father or 
mother, who when his or tier hoy 
conies home from serving his country, 
can open a drawer and pull out a neat 
little package of Liberty loan bonds? 
That is what we mean by “keeping the 
home-fires burning;’* by "backing up 
nnr boys,” by “doing out bit.” 
The 
only point Is thnt we should change 
the latter to “doing our best.” 
We've 
done our “hit” in t1» e past loans; In 
this fourth loan we should do our 
“best.” 
We want to be able to show 
our hoy a bond or two nr three In each 
loan; not have him ask: “Oh, didn't 
you get in on the fourth?” 
It isn’t a* if we can’t do it. W# can. 
If we will only set our minds to the 
Job of real savipg. There are scores of 
things we run do without which seem 
necessities and yet are really lux uries. 
Our hoys "over there” are. doing with­ 
out them and offering their lives be­ 
sides. We are not asked for the latter. 
All wp are asked to do t* to do without 
here something and there something, 
and by doing this we are patriots! 
And all the time while we are ad­ 
judged patriots we are Investing our 
money in the safest thing on earth and 
getting a good Interest on it In the 
bargain. 
Frankly, can you "b^nt it?” 
It is something to ask a man to give 
money, without a return, and be a 
patriot. But in these Liberty loans all 
the government asks that a nron shall 
loan is his money, safely guarded and 
at a good Interest, and still he is a 
patriot. 


Must Lend o r Be Ta x ed. 
Another point we must 
remember, 
taking this whole matter simply on 
an economic basis: That the more of 
these Liberty bonds we buy the less 
tax es we will have to pay. The gov­ 
ernment must have the money to keep 
lip the war and feed and clothe our 
boys. This year it needs about $*24,000,- 
000,000. This amount it must get from 
the people. 
And if the people won’t 
loan in bonds, it must take in tax es. 
Hence, the more we loan the less we 
will have to give. 
It’s ail n question of saving, saving, 
saving—and never was there a better 
time to begin than now with the Lib­ 
erty loan bonds ns an attraction. The 
man who has no ready money with 
which lo buy ihe bonds is ihe very 
limn that the government wants above 
all other classes of men to loan it his 
money; his money saved here with a 
dollar and there with a quarter. It 1« 
the finest kind of money to give to our 
cotuury: the money lhat ^ e save by 
some act of self-denial. 
It isn’t th*' 
money that we have in the hank that 
we want to draw out and buy Liberty 
bonds with; it is the money that nex t 
winter we can save, month by month. 
That is really helping your boy “over 
there;” helping the government to 
keep him warm and fit. and. incidental­ 
ly, helping yourself to lay by the mosi 
valuable pieces of paper that you can 
buy, put away, and all the time getting 
a good interest on them.

every person In the United State* shall 
own n bond. Fancy the state of mind of 
the German war lords if they were 
made to realize that every one of the 
one hundred millions of American* 
were so determined to beat them that 
they bad all lnve*t« *d vrlth th* one Idea 
to beat them. 
Would the war con­ 
tinue another year? 
Most unlikely. 
Most of ua a« k each other or ourselves, 
"When will this war end?" There is 
no quicker way to end it than to mak* 
It possible for our government to throw 
into it every resource that we have 
The momeift that the Prussian wat 
lords realize this fact, they will rnmt 
to their sense*. 
And the only way to 
hring this about is for you and me to 
do our part and to do If fully. 
This 
means to loan every cent we can to the 
government; hold nothing bnck. hut 
give It our all. 
It Isn’t a question of 
whpn can we end the w a r ; It is a ques­ 
tion of when you or 1 end the war.

Liverpool, Eng.—When women first 
were pur to work In shell factories here 
they handled only the light field-gun 
shells. 
T*» ter it became necessary for 
them to turn out larger shells, and 
doubts were raised as to whether the 
women were strong enough to handle 
them.** A young rmdher settled the

“Let me heft the shell.“ she said, 
picking one up from the floor. “Aye," 
she commented, “this shell is a mite 
heavy. Mis true, but It’s not so heavy 
as my baby.”
